He 
ſentthe ſecond time, and then worde was brou 
him, that vndoubtedly the enemy was not 
the riuer, but they were lodged in the villages that 
lie about the riuer Eure behind the ſaid place where 
their army was ſuppoſed to haue bin. And moreo- 
uer it was reported, that they were not like no to 
paſſe the riuer ; for if they woulde haue doone it, 
they would haue paſſed in the night time. Theſe 
newes cheared his Maicſtic,who did not omit this 
occaſion offered. this day as he did the o- 
cher afore, with a molt deuout prayer vnto God,
